BOTANICAL NOTES 
FOR DECEMBEi 


By E. W. Hart, Central Expimen 
tal Farm, Ottawa. 

With the last month of the yea 
Gomes Christmas, and with that te- 
tive season—

Bown through the ages this spirit o 
Yule-tide has always been identii.e 
with adornment of the home, church 
ether places of asembly and, co. 
paratively recently, greeting eards 
The ever popular Christmas tree 
kelly, mistletoe, Christmas green 
or Club mosses, with other evergreen 
and*the flaming poinsettia, enter int 
the present day decorative schemes 
perhaps more than any other plants 
whife the “unremembered acts o 
kindness and of love” are cften beaut 
ifully expressed by gifts of roses 
e@arnations and lilies-if-the-valley. 

The use of the Christmas tree woul. 
seem to be traceable to last century 
B.C., when it was not improbably firs 
imported into Germany by the legion: 
ef Nero Claudius Drusus, as a decora 
tion for an ancient rural festival— 
the Saturnalia. Very many centur 
jes later it was introduced from: Ger- 
many into England, thence to Canada 
where, as a rule, the larger trees 
ate balsams, and for the smaller, 
black spruce, sometimes white, and 
eccasionally Norway spruce are 
used. 

The part which Wolly plays, both 
ecclesiastical and secular, itn Yule 
tide decoration is also of ancient ori- 
gin. Most of that used in Canada is 
said to grow in British Cclumbia, a» 
unfortunately, that speeies used and 
known as English helly, is not hardy 
im. other provinees. There is, how-a 
ever,the winter-berry or black alder, 
a near relation, and exceedingly hand- 
some shrub, with bright scarlet berries 
and spineless leaves, which grows in 
ether provinces, but not being ever- 
green, it is net adaptable to Christ- 
mas decoration, 

Mistletoe, a parasite plant, has 
Been always under the ban of its old 
association with heathenism, so that 
amidst the other plants that decorate 
the church at this great festival, it 
finds no place. This ancient connec»

The other 
she invested in Alberta also ,$3,000 in 
provincial bonds, $1,000 in municipal 
bonds and $1,000 in bonds of her 
school district, all yielding five per 
cent, 

She settled down. Her capital of 
$10,000 ‘was wisely invested, she 
thought.

But—now her Alberta has cut the 
interest on her provincial bonds in

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The Unem ployed Youth Problem | 


A most important contribution to the problem of providing for the care 
of the unemployed will have been made if the youth division of the Federal | 
Unemployment Commission under Alan Chambers is able to make feasible | 
suggestions for the absorption of unemployed young men and women by 
industry. 

Absorption by industry is mentioned as a sine qua non to the solution 
of this problem because it is only in this way that the problem of unem- 
ployed youth can be solved permanently and in a satisfactory manner. All 
other plans can be nothing more than temporary palliatives., 

This section of the Unemployment Commission has already made an} 
interim report to the Federal government and it is reported that the cabinet 
at Ottawa, at the time of writing, is busily engaged considering the pro- 
posals contained in the report, presumably with a view to putting into effect, 
as speedily as possible those suggestions which may be deemed timely and | 
appropriate. 

One of the most interesting and important recommendations in the re- 
port is a proposal for the establishment of a system of apprenticeship in) 
co-operation with industrial concerns and, for more reasons than one, this 
may be regarded as one of the most satisfactory features of the proposals. 

In the first place a system of apprenticeship would constitute a step 
in the direction of a permanent solution of the problem for those young 
men and women who would participate. 

In the second place an apprenticeship system would solve a problem 
which industry is facing in the near future, namely a shortage of skilled | 
help. This is a problem which is already looming on the industrial horizon | 
and one which is likely to become acute within the next three or four years, | 
in the opinion of observers. Unless industry itself takes the initiative, 
without government aid, the country is likely to witness, in the near future, | 
the anomalous spectacle of thousands of young people ready and presum- 
ably educationally equipped for a life vocation on the one hand and, on the 
other hand, industry clamoring for technically trained help but unwilling 
to take those available because they are not experienced. 

This pending situation leads one to speculate as to the efficiency of the | 
training conducted in the public technical and vocational training schools) 
of the country. Are they fulfilling the purpose for which they were estab-| 
lished and partially endowed with funds from the Federal treasury? 

Some doubt may be expressed in the answer to this question in the 
light of present day experience. Parents find, after their sons have com-| 
pleted a course in these schools that, even where there are vacancies to be! 
filled, the industry for which these lads have presumably been trained are 
not willing to take them because they are “inexperienced”, 

In illustration one might cite the automobile industry, an industry 
which has been reasonably busy, at least during the last couple of years, 
despite the depression and is showing increasing signs of virility. Yet, when 
there are vacancies in automobile repair and service shops, foremen lcok 
around for men who have heen previously engaged in this class of work 
and take them on rather than the youthful products of motor engineering | 
classes in the technical schools because the former are experienced. 

These foremen point out, and presumably with justification, that they 
cannot fill a vacancy in their shops with one of these young men because 
they could not charge their customers the time it would take them to do 
a repair job, eyen though they were drawing a low wage. Presumably this 
condition will exist until the last available experienced man has been 
absorbed and the industry is forced to take on youths turned out by the) 
technical schools with a completed course to their credit, 

In the meantime, the vocational schools are turning out young men 
apparently equipped to take their place in the industrial world only to find | 
there are no jobs for them or that they must take some other work which | 
could be undertaken by those who have had no vocational training. ‘ | 

All of which leads to the impression that some effort will have to be! 
made in the vocational schools to conduct the work on a more pr acticable | 
basis than has hitherto been available, so that when youths leave to adven- | 
ture into the world of industry they will at least be as well qualified as 
second or third year apprentices. 

This may mean remodelling the classes in the vocational schools under 
changed conditions or other changes will have to be made in the system 
of training through a hook-up with industrial concerns, 

It might also be said without contradiction that industry itself has been | 
short-sighted in not having provided for future requirements by establish- 
ing a system of apprenticeship on its own account on a general scale, |

Underground Parking For London 


Would Help To Relieve Traffic Prob-
